de committed any way,eythercloſely,eyther 
rettly,oz indirectiy,by him, o2any other, ey⸗ 
ther that money, oz monyworth, oꝛ that any 
tommo ditie, oꝛ any part of the pzofites ſhoulde 
come vnto him: that he then will publiſhe and 
deelare this wicked deed and ſimonie,not only 
inthe cathedꝛall church, but alſo els where, to 
his ſhame and perpetuall repꝛoch, a alſo thaiſte 
out that miniſter, whom heſo wickedly pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted, not onely from the office of a pꝛieſt, whiche 
he vnlawfully entred: but allo from all mini⸗ 

ſtery, and out of the whole dioces. 
Humble petition muſt be made to the 
Qucenes maieſtie, that ſome way by her leaue, 
and tommaundement may be founde , that the 

D. ii. chaun⸗ 
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chauncels of thoſe churches,may ſpedely bere, 
ayred, which by impꝛopꝛiation are come vnto 
er, and that a pearely ſtipend may be appoyn⸗
